Tho Building Completely Gutted 


by,Fire Last Night.

When they got half way between 
Broadway and Morgan street they die- 
covered switch engine No. 30 pulling 
a string of curs 
from

house track and they stepped over on 
tho main line track. On thia truck the 
section men wore busy at work and they 
stepped o'vev on the St. Louis truck only 
about three or four car lengths in front 
of Wabash passenger No. 4, due at 11:58 
o'clock. Engineer Francis was at the 
throttle and tho whistle was blown con- 
stantly but tho men did not hoed 
the warning for some unknown reason. 
Flagman John Troy saw tho danger of 
the men and screamed and waived his 
hand to them but still they did not get 
off tho track but stopped. The accident 
happened so quick that it would bo im- 
possible to learn the exact particulars, 
but bystanders state that the men made 
no 
movement whatever to get out

Brown named him 
in honor of his breeder and was not 
long in discovering that ho had a nice 
horse pacer. Robert was started once 
as a 3-yoar-old, and won, getting a mark 
of flat 2:,TO. The next season (1802) he 
appeared on the early eastern circuit 
In his first start ho was shut out, but in 
tho next, at Fleetwood park, Now York 
City, ho beat "Pa" Hamlin's Glondennis 
in a hard five-heat race. < Glenclcnnis, 
after winning the first two heats, was 
overcome by the heat and distanced. 
Oij tho same evening he died, but "Pa1' 
evened up matters by buying Robert J. 
n few clays later. 


-Tho balance of 1892 was one of vary- 


ing success for Robert J. He had plain 
sailing until ho struck a snag at the 
Buffalo meeting in Flying Jib. The 
pair had a hot fight, but "the. Jib" was 
master of fhe field after five heats. Rob- 
ert won tho first and third and a record 
of 2-9%, which was high water mark for 
l-ycai'-old pacers at the time.

A telegram from Buffalo, N. Y., where 
le executive board ol the Knights of 
.tabor are in session, says: 
Speaking of the recent great strike, 


General Master Workman Sovereign/to- 
ligtt declared that he is decidedly op- 
K»ed to strikes. "I can imagine," said 
le, "that the emergency might arise that 
would justify a strike, but generally 
speaking only a temporary victory is 
accomplishod-in that way. Strikes widen 
he breach between labor and the em- 
>loyer. All strikes are illegal and strik- 
es criminals- Workmen must look to 
some other source for relief." 


Sovereign seems to have come to his 


senses, if tho above is a correct report of 
what ho oaid. During the Deba strike 
Sovereign was doing his best to call out 
tho Knights of Labor, but failed in his 
attempt. The people in his order had 
more sense than he had at that time 
The facts are that Sovereign was as 
great a demagogue as Debs, and, like 
Debs, had advised nil workingmen to 
vote for free trade and several other 
:hings which are dangerous to American 
ubor, In other words,he has been work 
ing labor, so far as his influence wen 
in tho interest of the Democratic party 
and now that the theories of that party 
nave put the shackles on labor, he is ad 
vising labor to prostitute itself still fur 
thor by voting the Populist ticket.

Salt and Sugar. 


In 1892 salt sold at retail for about 90 


cents for 280 pounoTs. The tariff on that 
article under the McKinley law was 8 
cents per one hundred pounds. The 
democratic 
campaigners howled 
at 


every cross roads about the tariff on 
salt. The same year 20 to 22 pounds of 
granulated sugar wasretailed to custom- 
ers for 81. Under the McKinley law 
sugar was free and had been reduced in 
price from 12 pounds for 81 to the fore- 
going figures by removing the tariff. 


Salt had been reduced in price to the 


donsumer from 1 cent a pound in 1860 
to 1-3 of a cent a pound by a protective 
tavill, that limited the importation of 
salt from abroad, and which gave our 
people a chance to buiid up the salt in- 
dustry at home, thereby creating a com- 
petition; 
but 
the 
Democratic 


campaigners 
cried 
that 
the tariff 


on salt was a tax and that salt ought to 
be made free. 


Tho tariS on sugar was always a rev- 


enue tariff and did not operate to make 
sugar much cheaper, as was the case 
with salt, which had a protective tariff, 
for tho reason that wo could not pro- 
duce ono-tonth of the sugar we con- 
sumed and wore forced to import the 
balance wo consumed, and hence had no 
home competition in our limited sugar 
industry. 
The 
duty on sugar was, 


thoreforo, u purely revenue duty which 
was added to the cost to tho consumer. 
Tho Republicans, however, true to then1 


practice in tariff matters, as soon as 
they thought 
tho government could 


stand tho loss of revenue derived fiom 
sugar—as they did in the case of coileo 
and tea in 1872—in 1890 made it fioo 
under tho McKinley net. The Demo- 
cratic campaigners first said th'is would 
not make tho poor man's sugar any 
cheaper, unless ho used tho crudest Itind 
of brown sugar; but tho poor man did, 
nevertheless, hnd that ho could buy, in- 
stead of 12 pounds of granulated augur 
for one dollar, 20 to 22 pounds for one 
dollar.

Protection and Pauperism. 


In England and Wales in 1890 there 


were 787,545 paupers living on public 
charities; in Ireland 107,774; France 
290,000; Germany 320,000; Russia 350,- 
000; Austria 290,000, and in Italy 270,- 
000. 
The same year in the 
United 


States there were in all only 73,000 pau- 
pers. In this comparison the prosper- 
ity of the United 'States is shown in a 
remarkably favorable light. After two 
years of Democratic rule there has, how 
ever, been a marked change in this 
country toward pauperism. It is esti- 
mated that we have since 1892 increased 
the number of paupers 400 per cent. 
The start in the direction o^ free trade 
tariff has done this, as the free trade 
tariffs of 1816 to 18GO did it. 


Take New York and Great Britain as 


an example of tho effect upon pauper- 
ism in these countries when we have a 
free trade tariff. 


In 1859 when wo had a Democratic 


free-trade tariff in this country Gieat 
Britain, with a population of 28,850,000, 
had I,0o7,123paupors,or threo and soven- 
tonths per cent of its entiie population 
Tho same your New York in its popula- 
tion ot 3,1300.000 had 201,155 paupers, or 
sevon and four-tenths per cent of its en- 
tire population.
